A MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 


Parts, March 20.—The excitement over the 
French defeat at Lang Son is intense. The feeling 
against the Government is so strang that an out- 
break is feared. It is reported that France has of- 
ficially declared war, and this, with fears of a 
serious riot and the downfall of the ministry, bas 
caused a panic on the Bourse. All the radiea! news 
papers request the impeachment of the ministers. 
the Rochefort demand. the head of the French 
Premier, Ferry, for the many biunders in Tonquin.

CALLING OUT VOLUNTEERS. 


Gen. Negrier, who wag wounded in Friday's en 
gagement at Lang Sen, wii! be promoted to be Gen- 
The vewspapers generally 
urged that the country act with energy and cool- 
ness. It is expected from ali men that at such a 
crisis party feelings and prejudices should sink in- 
to insignificance, and that there should be @ 
ungnimity of sentiment in demanding that a gen- 
eral national effort be put forth to relieve the army 
in Tonquin. Orders have been issued directing the 
immediate mobilization of all of the Fourth Bat- 
talion of infantry. The Government has decided 
to ask for volunteers from each regiment, and calls 
for 5,000 maritime conscripts. 


VIGOROUS WAR MEASURES. 


Lowpog, March 39.—A dispatch from Paris says: 
“President Grevy presided at a council of the Min- 
isters to-day. He insisted on immediate action being 
taken for the prompt and vigorous prosecution of 
the war with China. The Cabinet decided to mo- 
bilize two divisions of tro p to be commanded by 
four brigadier-generais, for im nediate service in 
Tonquin; also to seud 10,000 mento reinforce Ad- 
mira! Courbet.” 


THE FERRY CABINET RESIGNS. 


Tue Ferry Cabinet has resigned, owing to an ad- 
verse vote in the Chamber of Deputies. 


REJECTED FERRY'S DEMAND. 


At the opening session in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties tnis afternoon Prime Minister Ferry presented 
the Government's request for a credit of $40,000,000 
on account of the military operations in Chiaa. 

Ferry at once moved forthe appointment of a 

committee to examine and report ou the credit. and 
he demanded that the motion be given priority. 
The motion was rejected by a vote of 308 to 161. 
Ferry immediately announced the resignation of the 
entire Ministry. President Grevy has accepted tbe 
resignation of the Ministry. 


4 VIOLENT SCENE IN THE CHAMBER. 


A special from Paris gives the following account 
of the opening scenes of the meeting of the Chamber 
of Deputies to-day: Long before tae hour for the 
convening of the Chamber the streets in 
Viciaity were packed with 
men. It soon became evident 
trouble was brewing for the Government. 
A strong force of military was on hand to pre- 
vent a riot and preserve order in the Chamber. Not- 
withstanding this precaution, the galleries were 
crowded with people who piainlyjshowed their irrita- 
tion over the French defeat at Lang Son, vy keepiug 
up a noisy discussion and huriing denunciatory epi- 

theta at the various members of the Cabinet and 
their supporters as they entered the Caamber. 

When Jules Ferry. the premier, arose to 
announce the decision ef the Cabinet coundeil 
this morning, he was loudly hissed by the galleries. 
He bad barely finished his declaration when a num- 
ber of deputies of the Right sprang to their feet . 
yeling
